It costs 
four thonsand. marks a day for a 
room. That sounds big, says Mr. 
King, but it\only means $1.50 in 
Canadian money.* Mr. King found a 
_ decided change of feellng in Ger- 
many towards England whom they 
~ once despised. Their hatred now is 
all aimed at France. In the light of 
recent events they have come to re- 
gard England as thelr friend and 
_ will sacrifice anything to secure that 
country’s good-will. But a man from 
France will be better to stay away 
from Germany.

The radium used was the relative- 
ly “huge” mass of 2% grammes, 
Valued at £72,500, gathered in 1919 
from innumerable gun-sights, watch 
dials and other {dstruments used 
during the war. % 

During ten months.of experiment, 
168 cases yielded the following re- 
sults: 

Apparently recovered, no growth 
-detectablef sixteen. 

Operation considered {inadvisable 
but subsequently carried out, twelve 

Improved, disease .quiescent, 
twenty-four. 

Disease progressing, twenty-five. 

Died, ninety-ohe. 

The Council reports that: 

“The effective treatment of cancer 
ls largely a question of applying a 
-dose of radiation of such intensity 
that st will be lethal to malignant 
cells, and include the whole of the 
region involved. Radium, treatment 
is an adjunct to surgical treatment. 
Tlie results achieved show that some- 
“thing can be done. Certain forms of 
cancer are much more susceptible 
to/rays than others, there being in 
fact a scale of resistance, This 
study has afforded most useful in- 
formation regarding dangers of the 
treatment and of methods of pre- 
venting them.” 

“Radium Is not a failure when 
used scientifically and intelligently,” 
said Dr. Pinch. He does not contend 
that radium can be regarded as a 

panacea, and considers much more 
research work must be done before 
it will be justifiable to use the word | 
“cure” even In selected cases, but in 
certain cases he Insists radium is of 
great value. 

“Persons whose lives would have 
been speedily terminated,” he says, 
“and who would have suffered much 
agony, have been enabled by radium | 
treatment to live for many years in 
comparative comfort afer all other 
known resources of medicine and 
surgery had been exhausted =~

CURIOUS PEOPLE. 
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NOT BAD ADVICE. 
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AN OLD INCIDENT RECALLED. 
(Woodstock Sentinel-Review.) 





Toronto papers are making much 
of the fact that thieves stole the coat 
of a judge from the sacred portals of 
Osgoode Hall. Perhaps it will help 
some Woodstock old-timers to recall 
the theft of a judge’s whisky from 
the judge’s room in the Woodstock 
courthouse. That was a good many 
years age, but it was regarded as an 
incident of some importance at the 
time. Indeed it was celebrated by a 
local rhymster in a ballad which ach- 
feved considerable circulation and 
which still survives. The story of the 
theft was told in detall by the bal- 
ladist, introducing the names of sev- 
eral men then prominent in court af- 
fairs, practically all of whom have 
long since gone to their rest.

SOR Se 1B HE 
DARED DEATH IN MOSLEM TEMPLE 


O NOVELIST of to-day, no matter how popular, haa ever beon paid the 
compliment accorded Antolie Galland, the first translator of the “Ar- 
ablan Nights,” says the Merch Mentor Magazine. Parisian young men 
routed him out at midnight with demands for more-of those delightful 
stories of Sinbad the Sailor, Ali Baba and Aladdin and the Wonderful 
Lamp. 

Thore stories are now the property of all lands and all languages; be- 
fore Galend, they were virtually unknown in Europe. Galland,/a humble; 
scholar, had been sent to Constantinople to study certain uspects of Chris- 

tlanity. Instead he spent most of his time in the coffee houses, There 
he heard from the Nps of the native professional story tellere the tales 
which every Afnerican child of to-day is familiar with. : 


‘Translates’ Famoun’ Stories 


Galland's translation of the “Arabian Nights" was a simple adap- 
tation of the best known stories, and It was fnevitable that scholars af- 
iter him would put forth more complete translations of the great col- 
lection. In- 1840 Edwin Willlam Lane, an English Mnguist, issued the} 
most scholarly of the several editions since Galland’s. Like Sir Richard 
Burton, most famous of the “Nights” translators, Lane ¢isited Egypt and 
adopted native dress to get closor to the people. 

Richard Burton was so forceful a figure that even today there Is 
controversy as to his ciaracter and merits. Turbulent, impationt of dis- 
‘cipline and without, fear, he was a man of staunch friends and bitter en- 
emies. He once, contradicted the great Gladstono—ron ,some point of 
Oriental ‘custom—a crime unheard of in Victorian England. His eollege 
career started with a duel and ended with expulsion; he challerged an 
undergraduate who had criticiged his military mustache. As an officer 
in a Bombay native regiment Burton next attracted attention By learning 
native languages and customs with amazing facility. “Eventually he ac- 
quired eeeate languages and dialects: 4: 
es er Burton's Groat Feat - Rie. 

Disguised as a Greck doctor, a dervish, an Arab. pilgrim, a Moslem 
merchant, or an Arab sheik, Burton studled the complicated~Moslem Te 
Mgious titual, the social customs and mannera, and the complex Ife of the 
Mohammedan peoples, In 1853, wearing long hair and native costume; his 
limbs dyed with henna, Burton, as “Mirza Abdullah,” penetrated’ the Kaaba 
nt Mecca, tho holy of holies, where discovery would have meant Instant 
death. As a rawy, dr native story-teller, he frequently entertained Atabs 
with ‘Stories from the “Arabjan Nights,” an undertaking that he had long 
in mind. It reproduced the Arabic_yersion faithfully, expurgating noth- 
ing and explaining, without regard to Victorian morality, the Intimacies 
of Oriental Ufe, Pirated editions have been published in the United 
States, because the Customs House does not permit theabook.to enter the 
country, and it fs barred fromthe malls, From Damascus, where he liv- 
ed, as “Emperor,” Burton’was removed by the British Foreign Office to

FAMOUS EDUCATIONIST GONE 
IN DEATH OF SAMUEL GARDNER

T eight to ten crops may be expected 


before it becomes unprofitable be- 


cause of Its age. Productive fields 


over twenty years old are not un- 


common in some sections, Although 


the number of years a plantation 
will continue in good bearing con- 


dition depends to some extent upon 


location and soll, the most import- 
ant factor is the care which it re- 


ceives. The period of productiveness 
}of both currant and gooseberry 


plants is longer in northern regions 
than. toward the southern limits of 
their culture and longer on heavy 
soll than on sandy soil. 

In ens where the available 
land is Iimited in extent, currants 
and gooseberries may well be plant- 
ed among the tree fruits and left 
there permanently. The abade of the 
trees protects the fruits from sun 
scald, and the follage is usually 
healthier in such locations than 
when grown where it is freely ex- 
Posed to the sun. 

A place with good air drainage is- 
preferred for gooseberries. In low, 
damp places mildew attacks both 
fruit and foliage more severely than 
on higher sites where the alr circu- 
lation is better. Currants, however, 
are seldom severely attacked by mil- 
dew. Therefore, when the aite is a 
sloping one, currants may be planted 
on the lower parts and gooeeberries 
above. As both fruits blossom ben | 
early in the spring, neither sho’ 
be planted in low pockets where late 
spring frosts may kill the flowers. 

Gooseberries ordinarily are propa- 
gated by mound layers. The plant 
from which layers are to be procured 
should be cut back heavily before it 
degins to grow in the spring. By 
July it will bave sent out numerous 
vigorous shoots. It should then be 
mounded with earth half way to the 
tips of the shoots. By autumn the 
shoots will have rooted. Those with 
strong roots may then be cut off and 
set in the nursery, to be grown for 
one or two. years before planting {a 
the feld. If the roots are not weit 
developed, it will be better to leave 
the shoots attached to, the pareat 
plant for a second year.

Keep a Record of What You Own 
and What it Is Worth)

much about his own farming opera- 
tions by taking an Inventory each 
year. No form of record will give 
so much information about the year’s 
work as will an in¥entory properly 
taken at a definitely Gxed date cach 
year. The usual time for taklox an 
inyentory of the farm business is in 
March, when there is least feed and 
unsold produce on hand. The in- 
ventory of any ordinary farm can 
be taken in a half day, so there is 
no excuse on account of shortage of 
time. The Information gleaned about 
the farm business through the study 
made possible by Inventory taking 
is worth many times the expenditure 
of time and effort. _ 

For conveniece in keeping the 
farm Inventory blank record 
book with pages wiile enough to per- 
mit spacing for a number of columns 
can be used, and If ruled to accom- 
modate the entries for a number of

; A YOUNG Belleville scientist, Dr. J. Bertram Collip, son of 

Mr, and Mrs. J. B- Collip, of 133 Albert street thie city, has 

made a. remarkable discovery in collaboration ‘with several 

young medical men who have been engaged for the past year 
ain research work at the University of Toronto. 

These young men fignre prominently in a discovery of a 
pancreatic extract to be used in the clinical treatment of dia- 
betes in adults. x 

Dr. Collip is only 29 years of age, and-spent his early 
years here. He attended the Belleville High School and later 
the Univeraity of Toronto, where he'graddated in Arts as bach- 
lor in the year 1912. He took his Master’s degree in 1913, and 
ins 1915 was given the degree of Doctor of Philosophy. 

A representative of The Ontario was the one who brought 
the good news to Mr. and Mrs. Collip, parents of the young bio- 
chemist, today. 

Dr. Collip has been very reticent to his studies, answering 
any Inquiries of his parents that they would soon hear something. 
They expected to hear something Uut not so soon, “He would 
never tell," Mr- Collip stated. However from a letter from a sis- 
ter who is studying at St. Hilda's, Toronto, recently, it was learn- 
ed that the doctor had been successful in discovering what had 
been for many years the object of search among physiologists. 

Dr. Collfp will spend some time at the research laboratories 
at St Andrew’s-by-the-Sea. He has spent two terms there tn 
study already. Several years, ago he was made a fellow of the 
Rockefeller Foundatlory 

Ho has published a number of scientific articles in the Amer!- 
can Journal of Medicine. Articles of his have appeared in the 


British Medical Journal and have been copied In a medical pub- 
lication in Berlin. 

He was for five years on the staff of the Department of 
Physiology and Bio-Chemistry at the University of Edmonton. The 
past year he has been jn work at Toronto, on a year's leave 
of absence, lecturing on' pathological chemistry.

This is the story which will be 
commemorated in the national monu 
ment to de raised on Parliament Hill 
Ottawa, in memory of the 46 nurses 
of the Canadian Army Modical Corps 
Nuralng Service who gave their lives 
in the war. 

The monument is to be erected by 
nursea of the Dominion. The ap- 
proximate cost of a suitable monu- 
ment ie stated to be $65,000. As 
there are only 1,200 registered 
nurses with a few hundred more un- 
registered to raise this amount it is 
pointed ont that the burden falls 
very heavily on their shoulders and 
aid from citizens who would Uke to 
pay a tribute to the women who did 
so much far the men at the front is 
hoped for.

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was looked upon as a hardship, {t now is regarded as a pleasure; 
and there stands to the credit of the highways more than double 
the passenger-mileage carried. by tho railways, to say nothing 
of the growing importance of the highway haulage of com- 
modities. The passing of years has very largely obliterated the 
long standing controversy that existed between the producer and 
usr of the automobile and the producer and builder of good 
roads, the firat believing that the progress and general use of 
the motor car was being retarded by & lack of foresight on 
the part of the road bullder (the publle as represented by gov- 
ernment); and the second who felt that the roads were being 
dstroyed by new and hevier motor vehicles. 
Better Highway Transportation 

A taller understanding of the mutuality of the alms and 
purposes’ of the motor car producer and owner and the road 
bullder has taught them that their common business is not to 
produce motor vebicles only, or build roads, but rather to pro- 
vide better bighway transportation, by the economic adjustment 
of the motor vehicle to the highway and the highway to the mo- 
tor vehicle, Out of this new understanding has sprung the 
new conception of a better highway transportation syatem, more 
generally adapted to the needs of the people. 

What of the roads of the Province of Ontario and more 
especially this Bay of Quinte region, and how can they be made 
to serve beat the largest number of people in this community? 
These are questions which every thinking citisen. should give 
thought The traveling public can very materially assist in 
keeping the roads up to the best state of repair possible, espec- 
lally at this season of the year when the frost is leaving the road 
surfaces, and the roadway is the most susceptible to damage by 
heavy traffic. The hauling of heavily loaded vehicles, whether 
wagons or motor driven yohicles should at this season of the 
year be discontinued so far as possible, as many thousands of 
dollars spent in producing a good road bas been lost almost 
overnight by ‘heavy loaded vehicles cutting through the road 
surface, and destroying the road. Regulations have been pass- 
ed In many countries to prevent and contro? this destructive 
factor in highway transportation, and these should be enforced. , 

Provinclal Highway : 

The highway system of Ontario, consisting as It flow does of 
some nineteen hundred miles of main trunk highway, in addi- 
tlon to the network of Provincial County and Township roads in- 
volves the construction “and maintenance of: over 27,000 milea of 
surfaced roads, or about 56 per cent. of the total mileage of roads 
in the Province. The County of Hastings carries its full pro- 
portion of the total mileage of improved roads. “ Under existing 
traffic conditidns on our main highways, it has been found to be 
more than ever necessary to construct a road surface that will 
sthnd up ufder heavy vehicular traffic. Sdch surfaces, how- 
ever, costs far more money to-construct than the old gravel or 
dirt roadway, and for that reason it is necessary that the general 
public be willing .to open {ts purse strings the wider to provide 
the required funds for highway improrement-

Clutch Are Simply Inviting Trouble 


Trickery With /the Clutch to 
Avola, Gear Shifting Means 
Unnecessary Wear—Starting 
on Second Gear Also Bad 
Practice. ~ 


THE person s»who habitually slips 

the clutch is courting danger, 
He increases: the wear tenfold so 
that finally it will hardly hold at 
2ll. Then some day he will need it 
badly fo pull him out of a tight place 
and it will fall entirely. 

The purpose of the clutch Is to con- 
nect the engine to the transmission 
and to disconnect It, at the will of the 
operator. This is necessary, particu- 
larly for shifting gears, to prevent 
grinding or stripping. When allewed 
te engage it should always be done 
g¢ntly so as not to break some part 
of the transmission. This caution ap- 
plies particularly to the low’ speed 
when starting the car from a stand- 
still, & tho strain is then excessive. 
As the clutch fs engaged the acceler- 
ator pedal is depressed slightly to 
give the. engine sufficient power to 
carry the load. As the clutch takes 
hold it must do so smoothly, specding 
up gradually until it moves at the 
sume speed as the flywheel. It ia 
evident from this that “the elutetf 
slips first and holds afterward. 

Slipping in this manner Is a neces- 
sary evil that causes the lining to 
wear out [n time, The length of time 
tay be Jong or shart, depending’ on 
the driver. One of the most serious 
faults is té drive with the feet on the 
clutch and the brake pédals, The 
etutch is partly released by this prac- 
tice causing almost conatant slipping 
and the car will lack speed. ‘To over- 
cecme this the driver feeds more gas 
causing the engine to overheat and 
also wasting gasoline. 

Intentional slipping Is also disas- 
trous if continued. ‘It is usually due 
rctes a writer in the New York World 
to a disinclination to shift gears. The

We have choice of several mothods, 
If we throttle down too far the en- 
rine will stall. If we shift to second 
speed it may delay us, and then mary 
drivers disliké to shift gears, appar- 
ently for no. other reason that that 
they dislike it, forgetting thas 1 gears 
were placed on the cars for fust such 
occasions, 

A third method {s to allow the car 
to coast by throwing ont the clutch 
end then engaging it again. This 
gives ap intermittent motion to the 
car to which they object, but it is 
nevertheless superior to the follow- 
ing method (and’ the last one that 
should. be employed): This consists 
in slipping the clutch, driving th 
car at a speed {Intermediate detwoon 
high and second. This should never 
de done; elther stay high and stop 
when the obstruction {s reached or 
elze drop into second gear. 

Another example of slipping the 
clutch’ is where the driver tries to 
make a hill on bigh gear, but finds he 
cannot quite do it. Mstead of shtft- 
ling to second speed, he crowds the 
engine all he can and then slips the 
cluteh slightly. Another practice to 
be condemned is starting on second 
speed. The first speed fe provided 
fcr just such use, and {it strains the 
tuechanism severely, besides wearing 
the clutch, to start habitually in sec- 
ond speed. 

Take good care of the clutch, pre- 
vent slipping elther through wear or, 
intention and you will be repald a 
thousandfold.

‘A very interesting talk on Elec- 
tricity and Hydro Service in Belle- 
ville and the Central Ontario dis- 
trict was given by Rotarian O. H. 
Scott, local manager for the Hydro 
Electric Commission of Ontario, who 
spoke of local conditions, develop-+ 
ment from early days and the grow-: 
ing demand for electric service, em-| © 
phasizing the fact that the entire 
Central Ontario district was operat- 
ed in Belleville under direction of &. 
B.. Smith, Superintendent of the 
Central Ontario System, and also the 
Rideau*and St Lawrence systems. 

In 1902 Belleville used 240 killo- 
watts of electric power, in 1915 this 
had increased to 810 k. w. with 
1619 customers, while in 1922 
1696 k. w. with 3949 customers and 
& constantly increasing demand. The 
street lighting system was operated 
on four cireuts so- that trouble on 
one circult did not affect the whole, 
and one side of the street could be 
on while the other was off. The 
power was brought in from the Trent 
on the loop system and If one loop 
was out of commission, service !s 
given by means of the others. 

Rotarian Scott gave a very in- 
teresting description of the power 
trouble which occurred on Sunday 
evening, Feb. 19, when the lights 
were out in Belleville about four- 
teen minutes during church time. 
The rapidity with which the trouble 
Was coped wilh, located and: fixed tn 
the midst of a terrible’ thunder 
storm was remarkable and revealed 
a perfection of system, almost amaz- 
ing. : 
In 1921 Interruptiona to the elec- 
tric service in Belleville amounted to 
only nine} hours and twenty-five 
minutes, ‘while in the previous year 
the interruptions totalled only three 
hours and eight minutes.
